Vasuinatoy, March 17.—[Special.]—lIt is 
tiinost a definitely settied question that Gen- 
eral Longstreet will now be made registrar of 
the treasury, to succeed General Rosecrans. 
During General Longstreet’s stay in this city, 
it has been a question of much consideration 
as to what position he would like to have. 
He, of course, would prefer to go 
abroad. He would also have liked 
to have been appointed to the collectorship of 
the customs at the port of Savannah, but after 
frequent consultations with the presicent, and 
taking everything into consideration, the con- 
elusion has been arrived at that the best thing 
for the general to do is toaccept the place 
naied above. Tho fact that his hearing 
is becoming very much impairied 
would militate against him’ both as 
minister abroad and as collector 
of customs, but with the registry 
of the treasury, where the duties will be very 
slicht, and where he will not come much in 
conta t with the public, his infirmities will not 
be of any particular disadvantage to him. 
Therefore the president has thought the mat- 
ter over at considerable length, and believes 
that he can best reward the old gentleman by 
giving him a position here. General Long- 
gtreet has concluded that perhaps this will suit 
him best, as he would prefcr a residence in 
Washington to any of the other places he 
bigiit be assigned.

rik GREAT HORDE OF OFFICE SEEKERS. 

Iix-Attorney General Wayne McVeagh, who 
haes-cn here for the past few days, said to 
night in speaking of the immense horde of 
office seokers: 

“Jt seems like a revival ofthe past. The 
faces which I see on every hand are the same 
ones which haunted the hotel lobbies and the 
white liouse in 1881, I suppuse that when a 
man once seeks an office he never rests unii! 
he gets it.” 

‘Tie ovservation of the ex-attorney geueral 
refiects (he sentiment of every one who has 
been at the national capital long enongh to re- 
mem er the happenings of eight years ago 
Go whicre you will about the city yeu find ex- 
officials who are here looking after restoration. 
They (o not call it restoration, however. They 
call it “vindication.”” Most of these fellows 
are asorry lot, Many of them have not done 
a stroke of work since they retired from office. 
The case of an ex-employe of the patent office 
wil! illustrate it. Four years ago he was re- 
organized out of his position. He did not re- 
garil work as his forte, and he resolved that he 
would never turn another hand until the re- 
publican party should again bein power. He 
kept lis word with Spartan firmness. He car- 
ried about with him a look of determination 
apon lis face that he would accept no em- 
ployment until itshould be tendered him by 
the representatives of the United States gov- 
erninent. With firmness he rejected all offers 
of work and subsisted upon the money made 
by his wife and daughters. He became seedy 
and down at the oe he kept his vow and 
has not earned one dollar since 1885 though he 
has had repeated opportunities. When the 
secretary of the interior was confirmed ten 
days ago, this ex-employe was among the first 
half doven office-seekers in the interior de- 
partment. He put in an application which 
was signed by four republican members of 
congress and one senator, all of whom know the 
facts as stated above. He has not secured 
his situation yet and may not, but he is a good 
{ilustration of the spirit in which most of the 
ex-otiice holders are seeking reinstatement. 

FIFTY THOUSAND ON HAND.

THE DEFEAT THE OKLAHOMA BILL. 

It was due to the efforts of Senator Butler, 
of South Carolina, that the Oklahoma bill 
failed to become a lawin the last congress. 
However, that portion of the bill which opens 
the Creek and Seminole Jand (about eight 
million acres) to settlement passed in the In- 
dian appropriation bill, the last day of the ses- 
sion, and this. land will be opened up to settle- 
ment as soon as the president shail issue his 
proclamation to that effect. The Cherokee 
strip, the most Valuable lands in the territory, 
will, however, remain ciosed until a commis- 
sion can treat with the Indians and agree upon 
The Oklahoma bill provided for the 
entire territory to be opened at once and 
afterwards to negotiate with the Indians 
as to the price to be paid them. - The Chero- 
lees were opposed to this and claimed that 
Afior the terniierv wes onte onenecd the xOvV- 
arnment would refuse to pay them the full 
value of theirands. Senator Butler did not 
oppose the opening of the territory but did 
oppose this method of treating with the 
Indians, and it was for this reason that he 
gave notice he would talk the bill to death if 
called up, and therefore it was allowed to die 
with the congress. Senator Butler’s brother 
is now, and has been for many years, a resi- 
dent of Indian territory, and as he married a 
Cherokee Indian squaw, is part owner of,the 
Cherokee strip. 
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TWELVE MEN SHOT,

CHEERING FOR BOULANGER. 
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The Little Frenchman Makes a Stirring 
Speech. 

Paris, March 17.—General Boulanger went 
today to Tours. The train which conveyed 
him stopped at Blois and St. Pierre des Corps, 
at both of which towns enthusiastic demon- 
strations Were made in his honor. At Tours 


a crowd of 2,000 persons gathered at his hotel 


to welcome him. In’ response to vociferous 
cheering the general appeared upon the balcony 
and expressed his thanks for the reception ac- 
corded him. 

3 A BANQUET TENDERED. 

In the evening a banquet was given, at 
which Senator Raquet and several members of 
the chamber of deputies were present. Ina 
speech M. Raquet pointed out the facility with 
which the adhesion of the conservatives toa 
moderate republic might be obtained. He re- 
ferred to General Boulanger’s intention to re-. 
store religious peace tothe country by stopping 
the policy of persecution.

THE FRENCH BANKERS. 


M, Rouvier Addresses a Financial Meeting 
Yesterday. 

Paris, March 17.—At a financial meeting 
this morning, M. Rouvier appealed to the 
bankers to unite on both moral and patriotic 
grounds. He expressed the hope that 40,000,- 
000 frances of fresh capital, necessary to uphold 
the Comption D’Escompte would be immed- 
iately subscribed. The meeting was ad- 
journed. 

Ata meeting of the directors of the Bank of 
France, it was decided to make an additional 
advance of 20,000,000 franes, on condition that 
a similar sum be subscribed elsewhere, in order 
to avert judicial liquidation of Comptoir D’ Es- 
compte’s affairs. The Rothschilds subscribed 
3,000,000, and the Credit Foncier 25,000, and 
the subscriptions of other houses bring the ag- 
gregate to 56,000,000 francs. 

In response to Mr. Rouvier’s appeal, the 
syndical chamber of the steckholders has 
agreed to advance 300,000 francs to the Comp- 
toir D’Escompte. The necessary amount, 
40,000,000 francs is now subscribed.

A Million Dollars Loss in an Incendiary 
Vira. 

Hevena, Mont., March 17.—Owing the 
recent burning of the lower works at Ana- 
condy, Marcus Daly, superintendent of the 
Anaconda, has ordered the Chambers Syndi- 
cate mines to shut down, and six hundred men 
are out of work. The loss is now estimated at 

OVER A MILLION DOLLARS, 
and there is no insurance. The works burned 
were 320xti00 feet, and contained forty of the 
great roasting furnaces. About fifty per cent 
of the machinery is a total loss. ‘The fire was 
INDOUBTEDLY INCENDIARY. 

It broke out in the center ot the ore house, 
where there was no fire of any sort. Eighteen 
hundred men are out of employment. Guards 
on the works have been doubled. The upper 
plant of the St. Lawrence works ar§ still in full 
blast and turning out eighteen hgndred tons

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THE MASTERFUL BULL FIGHT

Avocters, Africa, February 25, 1889.—[{Spe- 
cial Correspoudenes Atlanta Constitation.)— 
The trip froin Tarragona to Valencia takes all 
day; not that the distance is so great, but that 
the speed of the Spanish trains are so slow. 
They lose a great deal of time by lengthy 
stops at the numerous stations. These stops 
aie uncertain, depending upon the desire of 
the stationmaster, who Ras exclusive control 
over their departure, determining it is time to 
leave. Afterchatting as long as he desires, he 
Liows a little whistle or tings a belli, which is 
answered by the condugter’s feeble-sounding 
tin horn, which in its tay as answered by the 
blowing of the enginé\grhistie. After all 
this routine has been #8 6d with pro- 
voking deliberation, thé train moves slowly 
Away. Although the digtance from Tarragona 
to Valencia is only 273 kilometers yet it took 
us from 9:30 in the morning until 8:45 in the 
evening to go that distance, which is provok- 
ing, especially when the country which you 
travel is rather rongh and net particularly in-. 
teresting, antil you approach the neighbor- 
hood of Valencia. The attractiveness of this 
district cannot be appretiated, however, until 
the next day, for night wiil have veiled it from 
your view on this journey. The country 
around Valencia preper is called the “gardens 
of Spain,’ beeause of its agricutural prosperity. 
It is irrigated by the self same perfect organi- 
zation of water supply, as was instituted by 
the Moors eight or nine hundred years ago. 
The numeroes vontrivances for the purpose of 
irrzation, are all legacies of the Moors: the 
principal of which is the noria or water wheel. 

I had read that the Valencian women were 
the most beautiful in Spain, unless, perhaps, it 
be the women of Le’villa, upon which 
subject vriters have differed ; of 
course I had my expectations 
raised to its highest point. ‘One writer de- 
scribes thein as follows: ‘“‘The females are 
fair and of rather pale complexion, with blue 
eyes and rather a sad> sinile.’’ Another says 
“Valencian women are renownéd for their 
beauty.”’” IT wastold that they could be seen 
to periection at the market piace, where the 
peasantry from the mountains in their native 
costume, give a good idea of what Spanish 
dresses once were. I went to the market 
place, seeing no especially good looking women 
or Spanish costumes as i had expected, in- 
quired when the peasantry would bein from 
tie mountains, and was told they were before 
me. LIsaid something about not seeing any 
peasant costumes, and was told, that the 
Spanish picturesqueness and simplicity of 
dress and habit had vanished before the en- 
lightenment and progress of railroads, second 
hand and ready made clothes. Aias, 1 found 
this remark only too true, as I continued my 
travels through Spain. The guitar is sel- 
dom heard, -the peasant costume  nev- 
er seen, and dreams of the pic- 
turesque and beautiful in Spain can 
now only be enjoyed through the 'medium 
of paintings and photographs. It may be be- 
cause of the lack of visions of lovely costumes 
enjoyed by former writers, that caused my 
disuppointinent in the beauty of the Valencian 
women; but no matter what the cause was, I 
as a c lass eee i he, ea we af i ‘ 8 pain ar @ not : 
gia. 

The day I reached Cordova, although it was 
a misty, wet day, I heard, to my delight, that 
there was to be a bull fight that afternoon if it 
cleared, but asthe afternoon advanced, the 
crowd, that had gathered around the splendfd 
bull ring, were told that it was too damp, and, 
therefore, too dangerous, to have the fight, 
which would be postponed until the noxt day, 
ifclearer. I was §much disappointed, for I 
feared I would have to leave the city before 
the fight could occur.. for they have a great 
deal of wet weather in winter, and as it was 
out of the season for bull fights, (which are 
usually every Sunday from April until Novem- 
ber) I feared I was doomed to disappointment. 
I wentinto the ring, however, and was shown 
all around by one of the attendants. I was 
allowed to luok through the keyhole at the 
tirst bull to be used in the coming fight. He 
looked nervous and anxious to get at me, for 
he evidently heard me. I was told that for 
twenty-four hours before the tight the bulls to 
be used were deprived of all food and drink 
in order that they might be __ flerce. 
Although the next day was cloudy, the peo- 
ple became s0 clamorous for the pleasure de- 
ferred from yesterday, that the manager of the 
bull fights concluded it was best to have it for 
the security of their professional honor. 

There is no official in Spain, held in higher 
esteem or more admired, than the leading 
matadors; many of whom have accumulated 
princely fortunes from not butchering bulls, 
The eminence they reach in their profession is 
by the dexterity and skill with which they 
give the death blow at the first thrust, 

At one o’clock it was officially announced 
that the fight wouldcommence at two. The 
entiiusiasm of the populace becamé intense,the 
windows from which the tickets were sold 
soon became a seething mass of humanity,who 
shoved, elbowed and pushed, as though their 
lives depended upon securing the first tickets, 
so anxious were they not to 
miss any of the fight. It was known 
before ‘hand that the bulls to be used were 
young ones, therefore not as good a fight was 
expected, for young bulls are usually less fero- 
cious than the old ones. Had the people kuown 
that the aftert.oon was to record one of the 
most sanguinary and memorable fights wit- 
nessed in Spain in years I doubt whether I 
could have gotten my ticket until the fight 
was nearly ended. Asit was, I reached the 
ring in time tosee the procession of fighters 
file in for-the purpose of saluting the judges, 
and asking their permission to kill the bulls, a 
formality that is performed with a great pomp 
and ceremony. The procession was headed by 
a matador, behind whom came gthe banderos: 
the picadors, on miserable old wornout hack 


horses who were blindfolded, brought up the | 


rear of the procession. 

A trampet was sounded-from the judges’ 
stand, and all of the cortege except the picadors 
retired to the edge of the ring, which is sur- 
rounded by a board fence about six feet high, 
on the inside of which, about two feet from the 
ground, is a heavy piece of wood which is used 
by the banderos and bandilleros, when hard 
pressed by the bull, as a step to spring lightly 
over the fence into a space between the ring 
and seats. 

The trumpet was sounded again, anda gate 
was opened leading into the ring, through 
which rushed the bull I had seen the day be- 
fore. Coming out of the dark so suddenly 
into the light, he seemed at first to be sur- 
prised. Standing still for a moment, appa- 
rently sizing up the four horses ridden by the 
picadors, he gawe a meaning bellow and dash- 
ed towards one of them. The picador, whose 
name is derived from pica, a lance, with which 
he is armed, had his stick (for the 


end ofit) aimed at the bull, who ran into the 
spike end -and into the unfortunate horse 
about the same time. From

seconds. When the bull was again decoyed t@ 
following a scarf of bright colors, I saw a deep . 
crimson stream spouting from the horse's 
chest. The rider soon became conscious and 
mounted his charger, who, however, soon be 
gen to stagger and finally fell, exhausted from 
the loss of blood. Some of the attendants beat 
him to try and make him get upagain, bat his 
fighting days were ended, his spirit had gone 
to horse heaven or some other piace. He was 
stripped of his paraphamalia and left in th 
ring. During this time the bull had 
been making desperate attempts on the lives 
of some of the other horses, but apart 
from long flesh wounds on the thighs, legs and 
shoulders, no further damage was done, The 
trumpet again sounded and the picadors leff 
the ring. Three bandilleros, with a gaudil 
decorated barbed javelin in each hand, tox 
up their positions in different parts of the 
ring. They were dressed most beautifully ip 
knee pants, black stockings, and a heavy pads 
ded short jacquet claborately embroidered with 
gold and silver braid. The costames worn by 
the performers were different brilliant colors, 
and gave a bright appearance to the ring. 

The bandilleros stand perfectly still as the 
bull rushes toward them, and when in reach, 
he sticks the two javelins deep into the base 
of the bull's neck, jumping out of the ray of 
the dangerous horns. The bul! becomes more 
infurfated from the pain, the blood flowed in 
two little streams down his shoulders, and 
rushed viciously at the next object he saw, 
which happened. to .be another bandeillor, 
who placed two more javelins in close proxe 
Imity to the other two, and when the third 
bandillero had placed his two in the neck of 
the miserable. and infuriated bull, the trampet 
sounded again. The banderos then taunted 
the panting, foaming and bleeding animal with 
theit bright colored cloaks and mantles, after 
coming in dangerous proximity to the horses { 
frequently they were pursued so closely as he 
followed them across the ring that they would 
jiave to drop their scarfs and jump over the 
fence, Afterthey had played withthe bull 
until he was completely ¢xhausted, the mata- 
dor with great pomp, asked permission of the 
judge to killthe bull, This matador was not 
very skillful, forhe make several efforts bee 
fore bringing the bull tohisknees. To be a sue. 
cessful matador, requires great calmness, 
a true eye and a strong arm, for the 
head of the bull must be in a 
cerain position, the thrust must be 
made like the cavalry tierce point and 
must be given with suflicient force to run the 
Toledo biade up tothe hilt, cutting the spinal 
column, and perhaps punctuating the heart, 
On several occasions, the sword being thrust in 
atthe base of the neck, the point came ont 
behind theshoulder. Finally, the bull fell 
dead, The trumpet again sounded; and two 
teams, of three mules each, decorated with 
ribbons, flags, and bells, were brought into the 
ring; one was backed up to the dead bull and 
the other tothe dead horse, to which a repe 
was fastened and the carcasses of the slaver 
and the slaughtered were dragged from the 
ring, the mules being in a full gallop, 

Tiis routine work was gone through with 
five fights, which I would describe in detail 
but for the already great Jength of this letter. 
During the five fights there were six ferses 
killed in the ting and several others 
badly mutilated. Apart from this, two 
men lost their lives and others 
had very narrow escapes. ®& will have to con 
tent myself in describing the portions of the 
fights in which human lives were lost and en- 
dap vered..,... 
in Spain,® unhorsed with such vioremeled 
racador that had been siunned in the first 
fight, that he was unconscious for some sec- 
onds, in fact they bad almost gotten him out 
of the ring (it is a dungerous thing for four 
men to carry a helpless body any distance with 
a mad bull rushing around) he recovered con- 
sciousness sufficiently to attempt ta 
mount his horse, not becoming fairly seated 
in his saddle the bull rushed for his horse 
again. The animal, unfortunately, was too 
near the fence for when he fell, with hia 
rider from the horns of the bul), he pieador’s 
bead struck with such violence, the beam I 
have mentioned, as to fracture his skull, from 
the effects of which he died that night. I 
thought the man was dead when they 
took him out and got one of the 
attendants, when that fight was over, to bring 
me one of the javelins that had been in tha 
bull. 

The third bull killed more than his share of 
horses, but took no human life. The fourth, 
however, was the memorable fight of the day, 
and the most memorable for years. Taurus, 
who was particularly wild, active and fero 
cious, had done his share of wounding horses. 
One he lifted with tts rider about two feet 
from the ground, refusing to be decoyed after 
he had his prey down, for he seemed to be in- 
tent cs ap the life of the picador. He made 
several desperate lunges at the man, who, re- 
alizing his danger, crouched as near his horse 
as he could, but having one leg fastened under 
the body of his horse, he was unable to move 
much. The horns of the bull at each lunge 
passed through the flesh of the horse and in 
the man’s body. Finally the bull became so 
infuriated thathe goton the horse with all 
four feet and trampled out what life still re- 
mained. As a final effort he struck the man 
in the chest with his horns and 
followed one of the banderos to the other 
end of. the ring. The crowd was wild 
with excitement when the picador was found 
to be able to stand upon his feet. He seemed 
in pain, however, and I neticed did not again 
appear in the ring. I have learned since that 
he was.injured internally and has been at the 
portals of death ever since. 

After the bandillers had placed their java 
lins in the bull’s neck, he was, if possible, 
more furious than before, and the first bandera 
who began to play with him had te do some 
lively running and dodging to keep out of his 
way. He had played with him succesafally 
for some moments, when the bull turned his 
back on him and started for another in the 
way. The bandero, thinking, | presume, that 
he would give the others an opportunity of 
showing their agility, started to walk away}; 
but, horror of horrors, I shall never for- 

et the sensation! The bull turned sud- 

enly, and, before any one could givé 
a word of warning, the unfortunate 
bandero was lifted high above the animal's 
head, pinned to his horns. 1 can in my im- 
agination gstill see him struggling in the air, 
From where I was sitting 1 saw the horns 
enter the man’s crotch between his legs. If 
must have penetrated several convolutions of 
the intestines, for lam told that he. died im 
the most excruciating pain. For a moment 
the vast audience was so shocked that the 
pawn of the bull was the only sound that 

roke the silence, and then, as if with one 
accord, the crowd broke forth into the most 
tumultuous excitement. Order was only re- 
stored by one of the celebrities among bull- 
fighters (whose name I have forgotten) — 
into the ring in his street costume. He pick 
up the scarf that had been dropped by the un- 
fortunate man and enticed the bull into chas- 
ing him.

CADETS TO GO 70 THE SUB- 
TRUPICAL. 


The Prizes Offered in the Military Competi- 
tion—How Sunday Was Passeth.in the 
Central City. 

Macon, March 17.—[Special.]—It is very 
probable that Georgia’s crack company, the 
Southern Cadets of Macon, will attend the 
Sub-Tropical exposition at Jacksonville, Fla., 
and enter the military drill and display on 
April 10, 11 and 12.

Band premiums: First prize, $250; second 
prize, $100. 

The additional prize of $50 for the beat drill- 
ed Cadet company has also been offered. 

The entries for the drill will close April 5th. 

The Southern Cadets took the matter under 
advisement last night, and will most probably 
go and compete for the first prize in the inter- 
state drill. The Cadets will go into activ 
training. They have made a splendid record 
within the past ten months, they have won 
three first prizes namely, $1.000 at Nashville; 
$1,000 at Columbus and $800 at Augusta, be- 
sides other prizes. They expect aiso to attend 
the great drill at Indianapolis where the first 
prize will be $10,000, Itis very probable that 
the Cadets wil) be transported free from Macon 
to Jacksonville and return.

The Hunter of Tallulah. 
From the Toccoa, Gi., News. 

Adam Vandiver, named the ‘‘Hunter of Tal- 
lulah,” lived in this county and died near 
Clarksville. 

On one occasion he came upon a large gray 
wolf, at whose head he discharged a ball. The 
animal did not drop, but made its way into an 
adjoining cavern and disappeared. 

Vandiver waited a while at the opening, and 
as he could not see or hear his game he con- 
cluded it had ceased to breathe, whereupon he 
fell upon his hands and knees and entered the 
cave. 

On reaching the bottom he found the wolf 
alive, when a “‘clinch fight’? ensued, and the 
hunter’s knife completely severed the heart of 
the animal. 

On dragging out the dead wolf into the sun- 
light, it was found that his lower jaw had been 
broken, which was probably the reason why 
he had not succeded in destroying the hunter. 

At one time he was out of ammunition, the 
dogs fell upon a large bear, and it so happened 
that the latter got one of the former in his 
power, and was about to squeeze it to death. 

This was a sight the hunter cotld not endure, 
so he unsheathed his huge hunting knife and 
assaulted the black monster. The bear tore off 
nearly every rag of his clothing, and in mak- 
ing his first plunge with the knife, he com- 
pletely cut off two of his own fingers instead 
of injuring the bear. He was nowina perfect 
frenzy of puin and rage, and in waking an- 
other effort, succeeded to his satisfaction and 
gained the victory. The bear weighed 350 
pounds, 

On another occasion he had fired at a large 
buck, near the brow of a precipice some thirty 
feet high. - On seeing the buck drop he took it 
for granted that he was about to die, when he 
approached the animal for the purpose of 
cutting its throat. To his great surprise, how- 
ever, the buck suddenly sprang to his feet and 
made a tremendous rush atthe hunter, with 
a view of throwing him off the ledge. 

But what was more remarkable, the animal 
succeeded in its effort, though not until Van- 
diver had obtained a fair hold of the buck’s 
antlers, when the twain performed a somer- 
set into the pool below. The buck made its 
escape, and Vandiver was not seriously in- 
jured in any particular part. Abouta month 
afterwards he killed a buck which had a_bul- 
let wound in the lower part of its neck, where- 
upon he concluded that he had finally tri- 
umphed ovyerthe animal which had given him 
the unexpected ducking. 

But the most remarkable escape which old 
Vandiver ever experienced, happened in this 
way. He had encamped upon one of the loft- 
iest mountains in Union county. It was near 
the twilight hour, and he had heard the howl 
of a woif. 

With a view to ascertaining the direction 
whence it came, he climbed upon an immense 
boulder, which stood on the brow of a steep 
hillside. 

While standing upon this boulder, he sud- 
denly felt aswinging sensation, and to his as- 
tonishment, he found that he was about to make 
a fearful plunge into the ravine, half a mile 
below him. As fortune would have it, the 
limb of an oak tree dropped over the rock, and 
as the rock started from its totterish founda- 
tion he seized the limb and thereby saved his 
life. 

The dreadful crashing of the boulder, as it 
descended the mountain side, came to the 
hunter’s ear while he was suspended in the 
air, and by the time it had reached the bottom 
he dropped on the very spot which had been 
yacated by the boulder. 

Vandiver said that this was the only time in 
his life when he was really frightened; and he 
also added that for one day after this escape he 
did not care a finger snap for the finest game 
in the. wilderness.

THE EIGHTH GEORGIA. 


The Gallant Regiment of Which L. M. La- 
mar Was Colonel. 
From the Rome, Ga., Tribune. 

‘The immortal Eighth Gergia regiment!”’ 

That is the way it will go down upon the 
pages of history. ‘lhe brave and gallant 
Colonel Lucius M. Lamar, who died last Mon- 
day a week ago afternoon at 6:20 o’clock in 
Macon, was one of the men who helped to 
make this glorious old regiment immortal. 

And why has Rome and Floyd county such 
an interest in this old regiment? 

Go ask the few surviving veterans of the 
three companies from Floyd county who form- 
ed apart of Bartow’ regiment. These three 
companies were known as the Rome Light 
Guards, commanded by Captain E. J. Magru- 
der; the Miller Ritles, commanded by Captain 
John R. Towers, andthe Floyd Infantry, by 
Captain Fred Cooper. And there were no 
braver or more devoted soldiers who enlisted 
for the confederate cause during the late war 
between the states. 

The regiment was organized in Richmond 
in Muy, 1861, consisting of ten companies, as 
follows: 

Company A—Rome Light Guards. 

Company B—Oglethorpe Light Infantry. 

Company C—Macon Guards. 

Company D—Echols Guards. 

Company E-—Miller Rifles. 

Company F—Atlanta Grays. 

Company G—Pulaski Volunteers.

They all 
spoke words of the highest praise of the dead 
chevalier, and lamented his sudden and un- 
timely death. 

He was tall and handsome, and his long 
black curling hair fell upon his shoulders. 
His brilliant dark eyes and bright colored uni- 
form all conspired to make him a striking 
military officer, who one could not help notic- 
ing and admiring. This was never more strik- 
ingly shown than on the day he gallantly led 
his regiment in tHe charge on Garnet’s farm 
in the seven days battle around Richmond. 
It was in this fight on Saturday, June 27, 1862, 
that he received the terrible wound which dis- 
abled him from active service.

Charles Naujack, a German employed aq 
the Savannah hospital, shot himself in th, 
head at 9:30 o’clock this morning. 

He had contemplated suicide for some time 
Last Tuesday he told Frank Lawton, a fellow 


employe, that if something did not occur bey 
fore Friday he would shoot himseif. “I a 
tired of living this way,’’ he remarked, ‘“‘an 
if I do not draw a prize in the Louisiana lottery 
I will kill myself.” 

Lawton did not think Naujack meant whag 
he said, and did not mention it to anyone, 
Yesterday he told Lawton again thas he in 
tended to kill himself. This morning af 
breakfast he invited Lawton to go over Sto h 
room, which wasin the two story buildin 
near the Drayton and Gaston street corner o 
the —- grounds. Lawton went over td 
Naujack’s room about 9 o’clock. They’ 
chatted for a few minutes. Picking uy 
an old horse pistol, Naujack bega 
loading it, remarking that he though 
he would kill himself right away.

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NEHEMIARB'S VISIT TO JERUSALEM 
AT MIDNIGHT. 


Hie Rides Around the Ruins and Kesolves to 
Rebuild—His Ardent Attachment for 
Sacred Jerusalem. 

Brooxtysx, March 17.—)6pecial.J}—At the 
tabernacle this morning the Rev. T. DeWitt 
Talmage, D.D., expounded the seventh chapter 
of Ecclesiastes. He afterwards gave out the 
hymn beginning: 

Grace! ‘tit a charming sound, 
Harmonfots to the ear, 

which was sung by the vast congregation with 
magnificent effect. The subject of Dr. Tal- 
mage’s sermon was ‘The Moonlight Ride,”’ 
and the text, Nehemiah ii, 15: ‘‘Then I went 
up in the night by the brook, and viewed the 
wnt] and turned back, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and so returned.” He said: 

A dead city is more suggestive than aliving 
city—past Rome than. present Rome—ruins 
rather than newly frescoed cathedral. But 
the best time tovisita ruin is by moonlight. 
The Coliseum is far more fascinating to the 
traveler after sundown than before. You may 
stand by daylight amid the monastic ruins of 
Melrose Abbey, and study shafted oriel, and 
rosetted stone and mullion, but they throw 
their strongest witchery by moonlight. Some 
of you remember what the enchanter of Scot- 
land said in the “‘Lay of the Last Minstrel :”’ 

Would thou view fair Melrose aright, 
Go visit it by the pale moonlight. 

Washington Irving describes the Andalusian 
moonlight upon the Alhambra ruins as 
amounting to an @énchantment. My text pre- 
sents you Jerusalem in ruins. The tower 
down. The gates down. The walls down. 
“verything down. Nehemiah on horseback, 
by moonlight looking upon the ruins. While 
he rides there are some friends on foot going 
with him, for they do not want the many 
horses to disturb the suspicions of the people. 
These people do not know the secret of Nehe- 
miah’s heart, but they are going as a sort of 
body guard. I hear the clicking hoofs of the 
horse on which Nehemiah rides, as he guides 
it this way and that, into this gate and out of 
that, Winding through that gate amid the de- 
bris of once great Jerusalem. Now the horse 
comes to a dead halt at the tumbled masonry 
where he cannot pass. Now he shies off at the 
charred timbers. Now he comes along where 
the water under the moonlight flashes from the 
mouth of the brazen dragon after which the 
gate was named. Heavy hearted Nehemiai: 
Kiding in and out, now by his old home deso- 
lated, now by the defaced temple, now amid 
the scars of the city that had gone down under 
battering ram and conflagration. The escort- 
ing party knows not what Nehemiah means. 
Is he getting crazy? Have his own personal 
sorrows, added tothe sorrows of the nation, 
unbalanced hisintellet? Still the midnight 
exploration goes on. Nehemiah on horseback 
rides through the fish gate, by the tower of the 
furnaces, by the king’s pool, by the dragon 
well, in and. out, in and out, until the mid- 
night ride 1s completed, and Nehemiah dis- 
mounts from his horse, and to the amazed and 
coufounded and incredulous bedy guard, de- 
elares the dead secret of his heart when he 
savs, ‘Come now, let us build Jerusalem.” 
“What, Nehemiah, have you any money?’ 
“No.” ‘Have you any kingly authority?” 
‘No.’ “Have you any eloquence?’ ‘No.”’ 
Yet that midnight, moonlight ride of Nehem- 
iah resulted in the glorious rebuilding of the 
city of Jerusalem. The people knew not how 
the thing wasto be done, but with great cn- 
thusiasm they cried out. ‘‘Let us rise up now 
and build the city.’’ Some people laughed and 
said it could not be done. Some people were in- 
furi and offered physical violence, saying 
the thing should not be done. But the work- 
men went right on, standing on the_ wall, 
trowel in one hand, sword in. the other, until 
the work was gloriously completed. At that 
very time, in Greece, Xenophon was writing a 
history, and Plato was making philosophy, and 

Demosthenes was rattling his rhetorical thun- 


der, but all of them tegether did not do so } 


much forthe world as this midnight, jnoon- 
light ride of praying, courageous, homesick, 
close mouthed Nehemiah. 
My subject first impresses me with the idea 
what animmense thing is church affection. 
Seize the bridle‘of that horse and stop Nehe- 
miah. Why are you risking your life here in 
tlie night? Your horse will stumble over these 
‘yuins and fallom you. Stop this useless ex- 
posure of your life. No; Nehetbiah will not 
stop. He at last tells us the whole story. He 
lets us know he wasan exile in a far distant 
,lend, and he was a servant, a cup bearer in the 
)palace of Artaxerxes Longimanus, and one day 
while he was handing the cup of wine to the 
(king, the King said to him, ‘‘Whatis the mat- 
ter with you? Youare notsick. I know you 
must have some great trouble. What is the 
,maiter with you?’”” Then he told the king 
jhow that beloved Jerusalem was broken down ; 
how that his father’s tomb had been dese- 
crate |; how that the templefhad been dishon- 
‘ored aud defaced; how that the walls were 
‘gseattered and broken. ‘‘Well,’”’ says King 
Artaxerxes, ‘‘what do you want?’ ‘ Well,” 
said tlie cup bearer Nehemiah, ‘I want to go 
home. I wantto fix up the grave of my fa- 
ther. [want to restore the beauty of the tem- 
ple. I want to rebuild the masonry of the city 
wali. Besides, I want passparts so that I shail 
not be hindered in my journey. And _ besides 
that,’’ as you willfind in the context, “I want 
an order on the'man who keeps your forest for 
int so much timber as I may need for the re- 
milding of the city.’’ “How long shall you 
be gone ’”’ said the king. The time of absence 
is arranged. In hot haste this seeming adven- 
turer comes to Jerusalem, and in my text 
we find him en horseback, in the midnight, 
riding around the ruins. It is through the 
speciacies of this scene that we discover the 
ardent attachment of Nehemiah for sacreu 
Jerusalem, Which in all ages has been the type 
ofthe church of God, our Jerusalem, which 
;we love just as much as Nehemiah loved his 
Jerusalciu. The fact is that you love the 
ehurcl: of God so much that there is nospot on 
earth so sacred, unless it is your own fireside. 
The church has been to you so much comfort 
and iliumination that there is nothing that 
makes you so irate as to have it talked against. 
If there ave been times when you have been 
earried into captivity by sickness, you longed 
for the church, our holy Jerusalem, just as 
much as Nehemiah longed for his Jerusalem, 
and tiie first day you came out you came tothe 
house of the Lord. When the Temple was in 
ruins as ours was years ago, like Nehemiah, 
you waiked around and looked atit, and in 
the moonlight you stood listening if you 
could not hear the voice of the dead 
organ, the psalm of the expired Sabbaths. 
W hat Jerusalem was to Nehemiah, the church 
of God is to you. Skeptics and infidels may 
scoff at the church-as an absolete affair, as a 
relic of the dark ages, as a convention of goody 
goody people, but all the impression they have 
ever made on your mind against the church of 
God is absolutely nothing. You would make 
more sacrifices for it today than for any othe: 
jinstitmiion, and if it were needful you would 
die in its defense. Yeucan take the words ol 
the kingly poet as he said, ‘If I forget thee, 
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O Jerusalem, let my right hand forget her 
cunning. You understand in your own ex- 
periencejthe pathos, the homesickness, the 
courage, the holy entiusiasm of Neneniah in 
his midnight, moonlight ride around the ruins 
of his beloved Jerusalem. 

Again, my text impresses me with the fact 
that before reconstruction there must. be an 
exploration of ruins. Why was not Nehemiah 
asleep under the cevers? Why was not his 
horse stabled in the midnight? Let the police 
of the city arrest this midnight rider out on 
seme niischief. No. Nehemiah is going to 
rebuild the city, and he is making the prelin:- 
inary exploration. In this gate, out that gate 
east, west, north, south. All through the 
ruins. ‘The ruins must be explored before t 
work of reconstruction can begin. The reo 
that se many people in this day, apparent), 
converted, donot stay converted is becat 
they aid not first explore the ruins of their 
own heart. The reason that there are so mauy 
professed Christians whoin this day lie and 
forge and steal, and commit § adultery, 
and go to the penitentiary, is because 
they tirst do not learn the ruin of the: 
own heart. They have not found out that 
‘the heart is deceitful above all things, and 
desperately wicked.””) They had an_idea that 
they were almost right, and they built religion 
as a cort of extension, as an ornameutal eupola- 
‘There wasa superstructure of religion built 
on a substratum of unrepented sins. The 
trouble with a good deal of modern The- 
aqlogy is that instead of building the 


the right foundation, it builds on the debris of 


an unregenerated nqature. They attempted to 
rebuild Jerusalem béfore, in the midnight of 
conviction, they have seen the ghastliness of

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the ruin. They have such a poor foundation 
for their religion that the first northeast storm 
of temptation blows them down. I have no 
faith in a man's conversion if he is not con- 
verted in the old fashioned way—John Bun- 
yan's way, John Wesley's way, John Calvin's 
way, Paul’s way, Christ’s way, God's way. 
A dentist once said to me, “Does that hurt?” 
Said I, “Of course it hurts. It is in your ousi- 
ness asin my profession, We have to hurt 
before we can help.” You will never under- 
stand redemption until you understand ruin. 
A mab tells me that some one is a member of 
thechurch. It makes no impression upon Iny 
mind atall. Lsimply want to know whether 
he was converted in the old fashioned way, or 
whether was converted in the new fashioned 
way. If he was converted in the old fash- 
ioned way he will stand. If he was 
converted in the new fashioned way 
he will not stand. That is all there is about it. 
A man comes to me to talk about religion. The 
first question that I ask him is, ‘‘Do you feel 
yourself to be a sinner?” Ifhesay, ‘Well, I 
—yes,”’ the hesitancy makes ine feel that that 
man wants a ride on Nehemiah’s horse by mid- 
night through the ruins—in by the gate of his 
affections, out by the gate of his will; and be- 
fore he has got through with that midnight 
ride he will drop the reins on the horse’s neck, 
and will take his right hand and smite on his 
heart and say: ‘‘God be merciful to me 4 sin- 
ner;’’ and before he has stabled his horse he 
will take his feet out of the stirrups, and he 
wili slide down on the ground, and he will 
kneel, crying, ‘Have mercy on me, oh, God, 
according to Thy loving kindness. according 
unto the multitude of Thy tender mercies, 
blot out my transgressions, for I acknowledge 
my transgressions and my Sins are 
ever before Thee.” Abh,* my __ friends, 
you see this is not a complimentary 
gospel. That is what makes some _ peo- 
ple so mad. It comes to a man of a million 
dollars and impenitent in his sins and says, 
“You're a pauper.’’ Itcomes to a woman of 
fairest cheek, who has never repented, and 
says, ‘‘You’re asinner.’’ lt comesto @ man 
priding himself on his independence and says, 
“Yonu’re bound hand and foot by the devil.” 
It comes to our entire race and says, ‘You're 
aruin, a ghastly ruin, an illimitable ruin.” 
Satan sometimes says to me, ‘‘Why do you 
preach thattruth? Why don’t you preach a 
gospel with no repentence init? Why don't 
yon flatter men’s hearts so that you make 
them feel all right? Why don’t you preach a 
humanitarian gospel with no repentance in It, 
saying nothing about the ruin, talking all the 
time about redemption?’ I say, ‘Get thee 
behind me, Satan.’’ I would rather lead five 
souls the right way than twenty thousand the 
wrong way. The redemption of the gospel isa 
perfect farce if thereisnoruin. ‘The whole 
need not a physician, but they are sick.’’ “If 
any one, though he be an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel than this,’ says the 
apostie, ‘let him be accursed.’ There must 
be the midnight ride over the ruins before 
Jerusalem can be built. There must be the 
clicking of the hoofs before there can be the 
ringing of the trowels. inn 

Again: My subject gives me a specimen 
of busy and triumphant sadness. If there was 
any man in the world who had a right to mope 
and give up everything as lost, it was Ne- 
hemiab. You say, ‘‘He was a cupbearer in 
the palace of Shushan, and it was a grand 
place.’’ So it was. The hall of that palace 
was two hundred feet square, and the roof 
hovered over thirty-six marble pillars, each 
pillar sixty feet high; and the intense blue of 
the sky, and the deep green of the forest 
foliage, and the whites of the driven 
snow, all hung trembling in the up- 
holstery. But, my. friends, you know 
very well that fine architecture will not 
pitt down homesickness. Yet Nehemiah 
did not give up. Then when you see him 
going among these desolated streets, and by 
these dismantied towers, and by the torn up 
grave of his father, you would suppose that he 
would haye been disheartened, and that he 
would have dismounted from his horse arid 
gone to his room and said: ‘‘Woeisme! My 
father’s grave is torn up. The temple is dis- 
honored. The wallsare brokendown. I have 
no money with which to rebuild. I wish 
1 had never been born. I wish Iwere dead.’’ 
Not so says Nehemiah. Although he had a 
crief so intense that it excited the commenta- 
ry of his king, yet that penniless, expatriated 
Nehemiah rouses himself up to rebuild the 
city. He gets his permission of absence. He 
gets his passports. Ife hastens away to Jeru- 
salem. By night on horseback he rides through 
the ruins. He overcomes the most ferocious 
opposition. He arouses the piety and patriot- 
ism of the people, and in Jess than two months, 
namely, in fifty-two days, Jerusalem was re- 
built. That’s what I call busy and triumph- 
ant success. 

My friends, the whole temptation is with 
you, when you have troubie, to do just the op- 
posite to the behavior of Nehemiah, and that 
isto give up. You say, ‘‘I have lost my child 
and can never smile again.’’ You say, ‘‘I 
have lost my property, and I never can repair 
my fortunes.”” Yousay, “I have fallen into 
sin, and Lever can start again for a new life.’’ 
If Satan can make .you form that resolution, 
and make you keep it, he has ruined you. 
Trouble is not sent to crush you, but to arouse 
you, to animate you, to propel you. The black- 
smith does not thrust the Iron into the forge 
and then blow away with the bellows, and 
then bring the hot iron out on the anvil and 
beat with stroke after stroke toruin the iron, 
but to prepare it for a better use. Oh that the 
Lord Géd of Nehemiah would rouse up all 
broken hearted people torebuild. Whipped, 
betrayed, shipwrecked, imprisoned Paul went 
right on. The Italiah martyr Algerius sits in 
his dungeon writing a letter, and he dates it 
‘‘From the delectable orchard of the Leonine 
prison.’’ That is what I call trinmphant sad- 
ness. I knew a mother who buried her baby 
on Friday and on Sabbath appeared 
in the house of God and said: ‘‘Give 
ine a class; give me a Sabbath-school class. I 
have no child now left me, and I would like to 
have a class of hittle children. Give 
me real poor children. Give me a 
class off the back street.’’ That, I say, is 
beautiful. That is triumphant sadness. At 3 
o'clock this afternoon, in a beautiful parlor in 
Philadelphia—a parlor pictured and statuetted 

-there will be from ten to tweniy destitute 
chiidren ot the street. It has been so every 
Sabbath afternoon at 5 o’clock for many years. 
Fiiese destitute children receive religious in- 
struction, concluding with cakes and sand- 
wiches. Howdo I know that that has been 
going on for so man¥ years’ 1 knew it in this 
way.

How About ine Melon Crop ? 

On the i6th of January last, the South 
Georgia Fruit and Melon Growers’ associa- 
tion met in Albany for the purpose of dis- 
cussing their affairs and looking after their 
interests in the way of cheap and rapid 
transportation. 

It was announced at that convention, a 
full report of which was printed in our 
news columns, that the southern roads and 
steamship lines had granted the concessions 
asked for by the growers, and, in addition, 
that the state railroad commission had in- 
creased the tonnage four thousand pounds 
oneach carload But, when the conven- 
tion met, the western roads had refused to 
make any concession. 

What is the present outlook for the pres- 
ent season? It is to be presumed that the 
western lines aré still holding out to get the 
lion’s share of the freights. This has been 
their policy from the first, and there is no 
reason to suppose that they will change it. 
Thus far there has been no appeal. so far 
as we know, to the interstate commission, 
and it is doubtful what the result of such an 
appeal would be; but it seems to us that if 
the managers of the southern roads and 
steamship lines would give the matter a 
moment’s consideration they would gather 
some idea as to the importance of the melon 
crop in providing their lines with midsum- 
mer freights, they would take some special 
interest in the development of this new, 
but promising industey. 

Under the circumstances, it would be an 
easy matter for the southern roads to make 
terms with the western roads, at least by 
way of experiment. The southern roads 
would not only lose nothing by taking a 
little trouble in this direction—they would 
add largely to their summer revenues and 
build up an industry that would pay thema 
permanent income ata time of year when 
northern bound freights from this section 
are unusually duil. 

We allude tothis matter now because the 
farmers in southern Georgia are ready to 
‘“nitch,’’ if they have not already ‘‘pitch- 
ed’ their melencrop. In order to go into 
the business with any degree of confidence 
the melon growers ought to be assured that 
they will not only hate the benefit of low 
freight rates, but that they will be able to 
have at their command all the ventilated 
cars they may need.

Which Comes Home to Ge. rgia—The Old 
and New—White and Black, 

Everybody has heard of Congressman Oates, 
the warlike Alabama congressman who met the 
bloody shirt republicans by saying, ‘What are you 
going to do about it?” 

In econvress he isknown asone of the ablest 
southern members and in Alabama he is known as 
a brainy, bold man, with about as much ambition 
as he has brains. ei 

Those who areold enough will remember 
how James L. Pugh electrified the state of A abama 
bya famousspeech inthe days of secession. He 
not only electrified Alabama, but vis 
speech wes electriied to Eng’and. It was con- 
sideie!} s@tmportant that it wis cabed almost 
entice tothe London Times. This brought Pugh 
nto the front rank of Alabem. politics, and for 
years he bas repr sented that state in the se rate, 


These two men from the same congressional 
district, and courting the gime honor are set in 
striking contrast. Pugh the elder, grave, mature, 
profound, past the fire and passion of youth, but 
shining still in the aiterglow of the 
federacy. Oates. the younger, in the very 
incandescence of his manhood, ambiious, auda~ 
cious and popular, flinging aside his political cloak 
as he throws down the challenge to his antagonists, 

Strong types of the old and new, and old and new 
will meet in the senatorial contest before the next 
Alabama legislature. Which will conquer? 

Perhaps neither will be the victor. Gov- 
ernor Seay who came out as a political siripling to 
slay his goliath three years ago, isa cautious Man, 
but Brutus says he is am!iioux, Yes, senatorially 
ambitious. Every one sayshe has made a good 
governor, and every one lookson him asa strong 
candidate for the seiate. 

At the same time Alabama will have to have a 
governor and several gentlemen are wiliing toserve 
the state inthat capacity. Atlanta knows one of 
them—Colonel Thomas G. Jones, who delivered the 
oration here last memoriai day. He was a member 
of Governor Gordon's staff during the war and was 
speaker of the Alabama house of representatives 
two years ago, H.C. Tompkins, a prominent law- 
perof Montgomery, aud M. C, Burke, the former 
state auditor, a business man who ran the office on 
business principles and made a fine record, are un- 
derstood: to be available gubernatorial timber. 
Commissioner Kolb, of the agriculturaljdepartment, 
who was prominently mentioned for secretary of 
agriculture if Cleyeland had lived, is looming upin 
the background as an unknown but important 
quality inthe problem. Itis not improbable that 
the hardest fight may be between Joues and Kolb. 

If by any accident Kolb should get in, 
Georgia would have an interest in him. for he 
traces his lineage through a Georgia product—tle 
rattlesnake melon, sire of the Kolb Gem, out of the 
scaly bark. Whether Alabama hasa watermelon 
covernor or not we have an interest in Kolb for his 
nfluence has been felt beyond the borders of Ala- 
bama. 

Commissioner Kolb proposes a solution of the 
race question in Alabama by immigration, His 
idea is that while one and one make two, two and 
one would make three, and twoout of thieeisa 
comfortable majority. His idea then 1s to add one 
million of people to the white population. 

If the negro believes that the northern white 
men would treat him any better than those among 
whom he grew up, this kindof asolution would 
give him a chance to put the maiter to a 
practical test. The probability is that the 
neweomers would yary = in their ideas 
at first from the older white citizens, 
but gradually the two elements would assimilate, 
the one influencing the other, and that eventually 
the most just idea would prevail, seasoned with 
common sense and a recoguition of the facts of na. 
ture, 

After all the talk, this may be the final settlement 
of the much-vexed problem; and, considering the 
fact that there is less racial friction in Georgia than 
in Mississippi, it would likely prove the most agree 
able and most Satistactory soluiion for the negro 
as well as for the white man.
